CORRESPONDENCE. 


ARIA COLLEGE, 


Sin,--I observe in your last issue a letter from a Mr. lriedeberg under 
the above heading, which, amongst other things, attributes to the Rev. 
the Chief Rabbi:—An attempt to remove Aria College from Portsmouth 
against the express wish of the Testator, and an endeavour to take advantage 
ot a legal technicality to the disadvantage of the present local Trustees ; 
and later on he invites your readers to determine as to ‘' the honesty of 
purpose’ which raises a legal quibble in order to onst the local Trustees. 

As Hon. Solicitor to the above College, lam in possession of the facts, 
and, so far as they are material, they are as follows:—Shortly after under- 
taking the duties of my position, owing to the death of the Bank Trustees 
the dividends on the fund in Court could not be obtained by the College 
without a fresh Power of Attorney, and when this was prepared the 
Paymaster-General refused to act upon it, because he would not recognise 
as Trustees the persons who purported to sign as Trustees. 

A case was laid before Counsel, and he advised that all the Trustees, 
other than the surviving origipal Trustees, had been irregularly appointed, 
and that the defeet could be cured only by order of the High Court. In 
arranging for this, it became necessary to communicate with the Solicitor 
for the Treasury, and at an interview which | had with his representative, 
the latter pointed out the small results obtained from the large endowment, 
and expressed the view that the Charity ought to be amalgamated with some 
other Institution, so as to lessen the amount expended on establishment 
charges. 

In deference to the opinion of the Treasury Solicitor, I framed the out- 
lines of a scheme for the amalgamation of this Charity with an Institution 
having similar objects. IL mentioned this scheme to the Rev. the Chief 
Rabbi, who intimated that he saw no objection to it, provided it received 
the sanction of the Court. and that it also was approved by a majority of 
the Trustees of Aria College. The local Trustees, however, would not 
listen to any suggestion which would involve the removal of the College, 
and consequently the draft scheme has never even been shown to the 
Prustees, hor has any communication of any kind been made on the subject 
to the other Institution with which | desired to associate our College. This 
Sstalement disposes of the first allegation against the Rev. the Chief Rabbi. 

With regard to the statement that the Chief Rabbi is endeavouring to 
take advantage of a legal technicality to the disadvantage of the present 
local Trustees. It an enquiry had been made of those gentlemen, it must 
have elicited the reply that the Chief Rabbi had refused to convene any 
meeting until their appointment had been confirmed, and that, pursuant 
tu the instructions of the Chief Rabbi and Mr. Alderman Emanuel, an 
application to the Court was made in May last and is now pending, for 
the express purpose of appdinting as Trustees the gentlemen whom your 
correspondent says it is intended to oust frum their position. 

That some delay has occurred in proceeding with the application has 
been due toa difliculty, quite beyond the control of the Chief Rabi, which 
has arisen in the position of one of the Trustees. 

1 should not have replied to Mr. Friedeberg’s unfounded and unwarrant- 
able attack upon the Chief Rabbi, but that I believe thatit is not the practice 
of the latter to reply to letters appearing in the Press.

Of course this result has not been obtained without incurring a cert \\n 
amount of factious comment and criticism which has, however, only sery d 
to develop the abilities of those interested in the function with a view \f 


securing the good results obtained to the entire exclusi 
of evil results prophesied. With the view of ascertaining the 
ideas of those who objected to ‘joining in this gathering, 


I made it my business to be at the parade in Charlotte Street in good time ; 
and passing freely amongst those assembled, questioned as many as I cou! 
on the matter and found the main objections were, firstly: that they had n' 
been consulted on the subject, and secondly, that the members of certain 
regiments objected to mingle socially with members of the regiments who 
they considered were lower in the social scale than themselves, With 
regard to objection number one, I cannot but say that it is the fault of none 
but themselves if any member of the force did not take part in the inaugura- 
tion of this movement, as no sooner was the date and local of the Syna 
gogue Parade announced than Private Chas. Abrahams, H,A.C., to whor 
all the credit attaching to the inception of this movement is due, caused 
notice to be inserted in the Jewish Press inviting the co-operation of a)! 
interested and from those who responded to that invitation was the Com 
mittee formed. 

Referring to the second objection I must in all fairness say that the 
remarks quoted did not emanate from the so-called ‘‘ crack regiments,’’ bu‘ 
from East End and out-lying regiments who could not justify the objections 
otherwise than by inference and could not give any personal proof of the 
correctness of their remarks. 

It was also incidentally mentioned that the officers did not care to 
mingle with the rank and file, a remark that was certainly not verified by 
subsequent events, as a fair sprinkling of officers of all ranks attended and 
took part in the evening's function, and speaking after thirty-two years’ 


complaint. With regard to the future we do not intend this dinner to be 
the beginning and end of the movement, but we hope to give effect to 
Peivate Chas. Abrahams's desire, viz: to form a Social Union of Jewish 
Volunteers, past and present, who shall have occasional social gatherings 
with the Chanucah dinner as aclimax. It will be my study to place this 
Union on as broad a basis as possible, and if it can be so arranged to admit 
regular and civilian friends as honorary members. At an early date 
a meeting will be announced, when all ranks will have an opportunity of 
giving voice to their feelings on this matter, and steps will then be taken 
to place the thing on a permanent footing. As regards myself I shall be 
pleased to hand over my post to one more capable of giving due dignity to 
the appointment and shall be just as willing to give my services to the 
movement in any position, however subordinate. 

In conclusion, I must frankly admit that the various duties attached to 
the launching of a movement such as this have not been carried out with- 
out the perpetration of one or two blunders for which our only excuse 
must be the very limited time in which all arrangeménts had to be made, 
and the consequent high pressure under which all engaged had to labour, 
and if we have given offence to any member of the force we can truly say 
it has been due to our lack of experience and we éertainly will hope to do 
better in the future. !

THE PRESENT METHOD OF TEACHING THE HEBREW BIBLE, 


Sik,—The Hon. Boyd Winchester (late United States Minister to Switzer. 
land) has an article in the current number of the Nineteenth Century. 
entitled ‘* Ignoble Use of the Classics,’ in which he discusses the presen‘ 
method of teaching schoolboys the ancient classics, as well as the Bible. A’ 
the outset he says that the reading of these classical subjects as a drilled 
lesson is sure to end in torturing out of the pupil all love for such literature, 
and to produce in his mind a lasting distaste for it. 

In support of his assertion, the writer of the article quotes a shor’ 
extract from Thackeray's ‘‘ Notes of a Journey from Cornhill to Gran: 
Cairo.’’ There the famous English novelist records his first visit to Athens. 
stating that while there he fancied he saw in a dream the Greek muse, who 
asked him if he was not charmed to be there. To this question he answered 
and said: ‘‘Madame, your compdny in youth was made so labori: usly 
disagreeable to me that I can’t at present reconcile myself to you in age.’’ 

_The author then refers to the Biblo, and says that this grand volume, 

which is *‘ as noble a piece of prose (and poetry) as any tongue can boast 
of,’’ has been made in modern times a torture chamber of childhood, 
inasmuch as it has been turned into a task-book—a book of impositions 
and punishment. 
Now these few weighty remarks will partly explain the great apathy 
towards Hebrew generally, which is at present noticeable among members 
of the Jewish community at large. In their young days they were seldom, 
ifever, made acquainted with those parts of the Hebrew Bible which are 
especially attractive on account of their charming literary contents. Before 
attaining their religious majority they were for a considerable time taught 
to sing the Parsha and to read certain heavily-worded Hebrew prayers. 
What wonder, then, that such pupils, on reaching manhood, do not in the 
least feel attached to Hebrew and its literature ? 


The article under notice contains also an appropriate Sanscrit epigram 


in illustration of the author’s assertion, that students read nowadays 


classical (or Hebrew) books without being aware of their excellent literary

INTERESTING INTERVIEW WITH MR. ALGERNON E, SYDNEY. 


Next Thursday (writes a representative of the Jewish Chronicle) Mr. 
Algernon Edward Sydney will enter on his 70th year, having been born on 
the 8th of January, 1834.

BARON GUSTAVE DE ROTHSCHILD’S 


Consistorial Jubilee. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, 30TH DECEMBER. 

To-day all the notabilities of Paris Jewry met at the residence of 
Baron Gustave de Rothschild to celebrate the fiftieth anniversary of his 
entry, at the age of twenty-four, into the Consistoire Israclite of Paris, 
of which he has been for many years the President. All the members of 
the Consistoire Central of France and of the Consistoire of Paris, the Grand 
Rabbin of France, the Grand Rabbin of Paris and all the Rabbis of the 
Capital, the headmasters of the Consistorial Schools, and the Presidents 
of every philanthropic institution were present in order to testify their 
gratitude to one of the greatest benefactors of the Jewish community in 
Paris, where there are so many wealthy Jews, but also much misery to 
alleviate.

INTERESTING INTERVIEW WITH MR. ALGERNON E, SYDNEY. 


Next Thursday (writes representative of the Jewish Chronicle) Mr.

The military were marched in by Col. Goldsmid with exemplary military 

punctuality, bat a wait of ten minutes, the effect of which was felt during 
athe Service, ensued throuzh the Lord Mayor's coach having been delayed 
by an accident in Oxford Street. 

Lord Roberts (who was accompanied by his daughter Lady Aileen 
Roberts), as well as the Civic party, were received on their arrival by the 
Honorary Officers of the Synagogue, Mr. S. E. Moss, Alderman J. Trenner 
and Mr. Asher Isaacs, Miss Mabel Moss, daughter of the Senior Warden, 
presented the Lady Mayoress with a beautiful bouquet, for which her 
ladyship expressed her cordial thanks. Lord Roberts and the Lord Mayor 
and Sheriffs occupied the Wardon’s pew (the Honorary Officers and members 
of the Board of Management being seated on the Almemar for this occasion) 
and between the Almemar and the Ark were the Mayors of Holborn and 
Marylebone and the following Jewish members of the City Corporation:

The music in the service included a ‘‘ Boruch Habo"’ adapted by the 
Rev. E. Spero, an interlude during the return of the Sepher Torah and another 
during the recital of ‘‘Olenu,’’ adapted by the Rev. F. L. Cohen, and 
Psalm 30, by Mr. A. M. Friedlander, (originally composed for the Consecra- 
tion of the Bayswater Synagogue Class |{ooms in 1899), with an introduction, 
towards the end, of a solo composed and sung by the Rev. E. Spero, and 
arranged by Mr. Angelo A, Asher who presided at the organ. Several 
Jews as well as Christians sang ‘‘ Mo oz Tsur’’ in the Rev. F. L. Cohen’s 
English metrical version, printed in the Order of Service with the Hebrew. 

After the 30th Psalm the Lord Mayor, wearing a tallis over his gold 
embroidered robe, opened the Ark, the Chief Rabbi took a Sepher Torah 
and, ascending the Almemar, offered up successively the ordinary Prayer for 
the King and Royal Family, and the following

Almighty God! Thou art the Rock of our lives and the Shield of our Salvation. 
We have given thanks unto Thee and blessed Thy holy name, for the redemption and 
saving deeds Thou hast wrought for our fathers in the days of old at this season. And 
now we draw nigh unto Thee to yield our fervent thanksgiving for the goodness which 
Thou hast dealt unto our land. Thou didst protect the valiant men who went forth to 
battle, obedient to the call of their Sovereiga and their country: Thou hast brought 
them back to their homes in safety. Thou, who stillest the noise of the seas, and the 
tumult of the peoples, hast caused the sword to be put into the scabbard, and hast 
vouchsafed us the blessings of peace. May the effect of this peace be quietness and 
confidence for ever, so that they who have been estranged may be reconciled and abide 
henceforth in the covenant of loving brotherhood and goodwill, beneath the sway of our 
King and under the protection of righteous laws. With sorrowing hearts, we remember 
the brave soldiers who have fallen in the cause of duty. Do Thou shelter their souls in 
the shadow of Thy wings, and grant them Thy recompense. Soothe the hearts of the 
mourners with the blissful knowledge, that even as the souls of the dear ones live in 
Heaven, so the memory of their devotion will not perish upon earth. May the remem- 
brance of all the heroism and tenderness which the long struggle evoked, urge us all to 
do our duty in every sphere of life, ever mindful of the tasks cast upon US as citizens 
of this great Empire and as members of the House of Israel. May the soldiers of our 
King, the Regulars and Volunteers, prove themselves worthy of their charge by their 
manly courage, their loyalty and their spirit of discipline. We crave Thy blessing for 
this realm and. its Sovereign, for this City and its Chief Magistrate. 
Commander-in-Chief. Prosper his labours for the greatness of the Empire and for the 
welfare of the Army. May we all unitedly strive for the coming of the days, when Thy 
Kingdom will be established, when the children of earth will work together for 
righteousness and justice, for mercy and truth. Amen.

SERMON. 

The rising sun, followed round the globe by the sound of King Edward's 
morning bugles, is sure to flash somewhere upon the blade of King Edward’s 
drawn sword. For with a mighty realm, whose boundary is the coast line 
that edges every ocean on the beach alike of friend and of foe, little 
matters of police, such as now occupy the Navy and the Army on the shores 
of two distant continents, are but the every-day incidents of Imperial law 
and order. Despite them, we may fairly say that the Empire is once more 
in the happy enjoyment of its normal peace; and this, the tenth assembly 
in London of Jewish soldiers of the King on the anniversary of the 
victorious triumph of their own heroic ancestors, will hear only the echo 
of the warlike call which thrilled our heart and steeled our nerves on our 
last three celebrations of the Feast of Lights. 
gatherings itself suggests a glance back towards the firstof them. For the 
reflections and the anticipations alike to which such a glance gives rise, I 
take my text from I. Maccabees, where at ix. 10, we read :—‘' If our time 
is come, let us die manfully for our brethren’s sake, and not leave a cause 
of reproach against our glory.’’ These are the last recorded words of the 
illustrious general, the hero, saint and martyr, Judah the Maccabee, which 
he uttered when he, with a handful of faithful Hebrews, was surrounded by 


the overwhelming army of the heathen in his last fight on 
Mt. Azotus. And there he died, as a soldier would wish 
to die, ‘‘in defence of his country, religion and_ laws.’ 


But his valorous spirit was not quenched with his life. Even from that 
disastrous field, the remnant of his faithful 800, ‘‘ brave of heart’’ indeed, 
as the record styles them, made bold to snatch his mortal remains from 
amidst the 22,000 of the enemy, and to bear them away for honourable 
interment in the sepulchre of his fathers at Modin. But Judah's fight was 
gloriously won: he had gained a lasting victory for Religion, which 
preaches Duty, over Paganism, which preached Pleasure, By his valour 
and self-sacrifice Responsibility, and not Enjoyment, was made the touch- 
stone of civilisation, and the secular goal of the leading races among men. 
And of the Hebrew most of all, for as, during the twenty centuries and 
more which have elapsed since that day, the rays of the Chanucah Lamp 
which Maccabeus first kindled have gleamed through the wintry murk of 
each succeeding December, they have lighted the indomitable Jew ever 
forward along his unswerving path, through the anguish of an enduring 
darkness that too often might be felt, towards the point whither his 
heavenly Captain has ordered him to march. When first it was my privi- 
lege to address a military congregation under these Lights of Dedication, 
no general opportunity had yet been afforded to British Jewry to prove that 
in its veins the soldierly blood of the immortal Maccabees still ran warm. 
Indeed, a generation, in whose ears the tocsin of war had never yet pealed 
loud, tended to regard our constant J ewish prayer for Peace as an exhorta- 
tion to Israel that the voluntary assumption of arms should be a th ** to 
be left alone for ever.’’ Because, ‘* compassed by the inviolate sea,’’ calm 
quiet had reigned within these Isles, they thought the dreadful shadow of 
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the sword had passed away for ever. In their insular isolation they 
innocently imagined that the world had already learned the old Jewish 
teachings of loving one’s neighbour as oneself, and dealing kindly also with 
the stranger. Accordingly, moved by no lively necessity of military obliga- 
tion to the State, our community, like many others, then appeared to 
disadvantage in the roll of the nation’s defenders. But not entirely so, for 
the number of oflicers of Hebrew descent, in the Regular and in the 
Auxiliary Forces, was already far beyond the proportion due to the mere 
total of Jewish as compared with Gentile Englishmen. If the contrary was 
still the case with the rank and file, yet the British Army had never been 
without its Jewish soldier since the days of Wellington. In one instance 1 
may uote, the grandfather had helped to hold La Haye Sainte on that fate- 
ful June Sanday in 1815, the father stood on the Ridge at Dethi in 185/, 
when the guns were firing other than Coronation salvoes, and the son was, 
in 1900, acquitting himself manfally on the South African veldt. We have 
among us even to-day a handfal of veterans of the Crimea and of not a few 
more recent campaigns, lat only the Volunteer Force then showed a fair 
number of Jewish members, having included them as enthusiasts from its 
very inception. lL was able to assemble about seventy of these for our first 
Service. Since that time, Jewish soldiering has advanced by leaps and 
bounds; our annual éxposition of the racial and religious obligation 
involved without doubt helping on this gratifying result. The eminent 
encouragement which those who foster the military proclivities of our young 
men receive to-day from the presence of the distinguished personages who 
are attending our Chanucah celebration will give it a farther impetus. In 
these ten years we have quite overcome the original aloofness o# our 
civilian brethren, who now exhibit 

an amount of interest in these Ser- 

vices which has positively become a 

source of embarrassment in the or- 


| 


East, which in our own Forces brought to a Jew a well-earned commission, 
and showed the Hebrew citizens of each allied Power advancing side by side 
in honourable rivalry. This year must remain a memorable one for Jewish 
soldiers of every nationality, in which a brother in race and faith has become 
the Minister of War to one of the great Powers of Europe; though this was 
only to be anticipated in that fair Southern land where the Jewish military 
record, from even before the birth of Italian unity, has been a particular|y 
brilliant one. But all this, as the Chief Rabbi's prayer has reminded us, 
will have been of little lasting worth, if it does not now nerve us to an 
equally loyal service of our country in the performance of the less exciting, 
but not less exacting, responsibilities of Peace. Victory is ever the offspring 
of Daty well done; and even in the region of military duty ‘* Peace hath her 
victories not less renowned than War.’’

tion. This we do not presume to regard . 
as any eXceptional credit to us, but | 
simply asa privilege and a duty ade- 
quately exercised, For we are all | 
agreed that no British subject has | 
greater reason to prize his British 
citizenship than has the Jewish Briton; 
while to none can the English aspira- 
tion, after building up civil and social 
life on the foundations laid by Holy 
Scripture, appear a more precious 
aspiration than to the grateful race 
which by valour such as the men dis- 
played who founded this Feast of Dedi- 
cation, and by tenacity such as their 
martyred children have shown through- 
out the awes, has succeeded in preser- 
ving those Seriptures as a living force 
even unto this day. When, then, 
Britain three years since called her 
sons to arms, her Jewish sons—juast 
because they felt themselves to be in 
very deed her sons, and so her other 
sons their brethren—spake Out in the 
words of our text: ** Our time is come 
to share in our brethren’s burden; 
let us die manfully.if need be for 
our brethren’s sake.’’ Now we Jews 
are, after all, a small section 
of the British nation, far smaller 
than our Gentile countrymen some- 
times realise, and much more insigni- 
licant than we ourselves olten 
imagine. Among all the. cities of 
the Empire it is only in Johannes- 
burg, (:ibraltar and Aden (a note- 
worthy triad) that Jews form even an 
appreciable percentage of the total 
population. And even including the 
colonies of foreign-born Israelites, 
there is only one Jew to every 2:8 
Gentiles in these islands. Our self- 
respect is gratified, therefore, to discover that our communal press 
was able to identify by name no less than 1,090 Jews who saw active 
service under the Union Flag in South Africa; and still more, that 
shrewd observers on the spot assure us that we cannot have thus 
traced anything even approaching the total of the Hebrews who 
there bore arms for the cause of Mother England. That these men were 
altogether drawn from the Jewish families now long rooted in British soil, 
we do not pretend to claim. We are glad to remember that the British-born 
children of those Jews who are nowadays described as “alien immigrants ”’ 
are quite as loyal and as spirited as any earlier arrivals among the many 
stocks which have from the beginning of history successively poured into 
these islands to build up that ‘* good old mixture,’’ the Anglo-Celtic 
amalgam. All the strata ot Jewish settlement, whether recent or remote, 
ha ¢ been in perfect unison when it has come to the question of upholding 
under arms the dignity of the Flag they all so love and revere. Those 
Jewish soldiers ** whose time was come,’’ died manfully indeed for their 
brethren’s sake. Their surviving comrades, also, have left no *‘ cause of 
reproach against their glory.’’ Sixty of England's loyal Hebrews entered 
into eternal rest on the battlefield itself, and sixty-seven more succumbed 
to the privation and exposure which are the inseparable accompaniments of 
active service. Those, too, whose time was not yet come, bore themselves 
manfally. The well-prized distinction of a mention in despatches fell to 42 
Jews, 16 of them officers, 23 of lower rank, and three civilians too—a nurse, 
a clergyman, and also, be it noted, a capitalist. Similar evidence of the 
share which the Israelite everywhere readily takes in his country's burdens 
when permitted to do so, was offered by the recent operations in the lar

For it is just 
the lesson of this very Festival that 
not mere numbers have ever counted 
in the end, but quality. ‘* Not by 
force nor by strength, but by the 
spirit." We are told of the illus- 
trious Maccabeus that our fathers 
who flocked to his banner came 
thronging in as a mere rabble of zea- 
lots. Not at once did he rescue the 
land and the Faith with them, for all 
their fiery valour and burning zeal. 
First, he welded them into an army, 
and then he hurled them through and 
through their foes. The modern British 
descendant of those gallant Jewish 
warriors may best translate his patri- 
otic feelings into action by his intelli- 
gent anticipation of requirements, 
by scorning to limit himself to 
the official minimum of training.

It becomes a distinct ‘‘ cause of reproach 
against their glory,’’ and gratuitously puts an edge to the rusty old sword 
of those pernicious foes of Israel, who should be only less obnoxious to us 
than the foes of our Country. And yet, to know ali is to pardon much. 
Judaism did not altogether perish because the Marranos kept their religion 
a domestic secret; and the crypto-Jew in the Navy, the Army or the 
Militia nowadays may come of a family that has painfal traditions of 
military injustice in less free and enlightened lands. It is also well known 
that the oflicial returns merely profess to give the men’s own classification 
of themselves for the time being ; and those Jewish recruits who class them.

The Stewarding of the vestibule and the area 
of the Synagogue was carried out with an efficiency which resulted in the 
Most complete order and convenience, by a body of eighteen members of the 
Honouralhie Artillery Company, who had volunteered for the work as a mark 
or attention to their Jewish comrades, and had been placed for the occasion, 
by direction o Lieut.-Col. the Ear! of Denbigh, under the command of 
Corporal H. E. Davis. whose family are old seatholders of the Central 
Synagogue. The Stewards under Mr. Salomons consisted of Messrs. B, 
Cohen, J. Cohen, A, S. Cohen, W. Cohen, G. Friedlander, 8S. Friedlander, 
Kdward 8S, Joseph, J. S. Levy and Ascher L. Sions. Messrs. H. M. Sandheim

As it is an open secret that many of the Jewish Volunteers especially 
are seeking to induce their Chaplain to arrange for the Chanuecah 
Service to take place in a dril] hall instead of one of the Synagogues, it may be 
added that as the parade dispersed the men were heard again to depreecate 
the inconsiderate pressure which they regretted to find was always brought 
by non-military persons to bear on the Executive of a synagogue whenever 
it tried to pay thoughtful regard to military custom and feeling. The men 
were very appreciative of the care taken by the representatives 
of the Central Synagogue on Sunday to consider them and their relations 
in the seating arrangements. But they were heard to express general 
disappointment that their own Chéplain had not taken more part in the 
Service than that of a visiting preacher, especially as the feeling of the 
troops in this respect had been also voiced the previous year. flicers 
and men alike Appear to resent being treated as a mere show by many 
who would not otherwise attend the ordinary Chanucah Service: and they 
freely asked why the procedure cannot be followed in the synagogues to 
which soldiers, of the Regulars and \uXxiliaries equally are accustomed in 
attending an ordinary Regimental Church Parade, when the, invariably 
find the building and the service respectively entrusted unconditionally 
to their own oflicers and the authorised clergy, all civilians concerned 
understanding very well that their private views must give way to the 
exigencies of military discipline.and precedence. 


FIRST ANNUAL DINNER, 


The firat annual dinner of Jewish members of the Volunteer Forces was 
held last Sunday evening at Frascati’s Restaurant. Colonel Goupsmip 
presided, and about one hundred ladies and gentlemen (many of them 
Civilians) sat down to dinner, among whom many and varied uniforms were 
noticeable, 

The toast of the King having been proposed by the CHAIRMAN and. 
cordial y honoured, 

Alderman Joserit TRENNER proposed * His Majesty's Imperial Forces.” 
Referring to the status of the Volunteer Force, he said there was a time 
when they were regarded as ‘‘carpet knights"’ and “ stay-at-home 
soldiers "'; but now quite a different view was taken, and it was found that 
the Auxiliary Forces contained the flower of our manhood, who gave up their 
time not to frivolous pursuits but to preparing themselves for the defence 
of our rights, liberties and honour. To-day the Volunteer Force stood 
shoulder to shoulder with the other Imperial Forces of His Majesty, bound 
together by a common. loyalty and by a common brotherhood, ready to 
defend the cause of civilisation and freedom throughout the world. British 
Volunteers, including Jews, were to be found in every British Colony, 
standing side by side with the Imperial forees. He remarked that at the 
Military Service that day, the Commander-in-Chief had personally expressed 
to him the gratification which his presence at the Service had afforded him. 
Lord Roberts had also stated that he was greatly impressed with the Service. 
He (Alderman Trenner) thought it a proud day for them when the Commander- 
in-Chiet attended a Jewish military service. The courage and determination 
of the Imperial forces were matters of common history, and never had they 
been more worthy of our gratitude that at the present day. Might these 
characteristics ever continue, sacPilice for their country’s cause, fortitude 
in the hour of adversity, courage in the hour of danger, and might victory 
be always the reward of the combination of those virtues. (Cheers). 

Major Crci, Q. HENRIQUES, who responded, remarked that Volunteers 
had endeavoured to justify their existence, and the recent war had shown 
them to be in 4 state of eflliciency never before attained. He believed that 
the Headquarters Staff and the public knew that the Volunteers meant 
business. He was of opinion that the new and much-discussed regulations 


of more value in the future than in the past. Volunteers would ever do 
their best to stand shoulder to shoulder with the Regular Army, 
The Rev. FRANCIS L, CoHEN, who was cordially received, then gave the 
: toast of “*Success to our annual 
gathering.’’ He said that the 
success of their initial gathering 
had certainly been secured, and if 
they went on as they had begun, 
its success would increase and the 
movement would obtain dimensions 
and characteristics that would 
prove to the advantage and benefit 
of Jewish soldiers and Volunteers 
and to the community. The organisers 
of the function had met with a 
certain amount of opposition from 
quarters where it was evidently 
imagined that the gathering was to 
be of a rowdy character and to take 
the form of a reckless carouse. If 
those who had been opposed to the 
movement had been present at the 
Rev. F. L. COHEN, dinner, they would have altered their 
opinion, for nothing could have been 
better managed or more decorous. Mr. Cohen explained that the object of the 
function was to give to the Jewish wearers of His Majesty's uniform the oppor- 
tunity of assembling in a friendly, informal fashion by which their personal 
knowledge of each other might be encouraged and brotherly feelings 


Aostered ; there would thus be cultivated the inner soldierly spirit of comrade- 


would, if obeyed, prove of advantage to the Army and make the volunteers . 
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ship between Jewish Volunteers. So long as they had at their annual dinner 
such a gallant company and so genial a Chairman, its success was assured— 
(Cheers). 

Mr. Cuartes Apranams, H.A.C. (organiser of the movement, who had 
acted as one of the Hon. Secretaries of the Dinner in association with Mr. 5. 
Dupare, Royal Army Medical Corps Volunteers) responded. He stated that 
the function.was the outcome of a wish expressed by some of the Jewish 
soldiers and Volunteers who had taken part in the annual Synagogue 
Service that in addition a social gathering should be held whereby friendly 
feeling and intercourse could be exchanged. Although their first gathering 
was a success, that of next and subsequent years would be a considerable 
improvement upon it. 

Colour-Sergeant J. HART then proposed the toast of the Chair and 
referred to Colonel Goldsmid’s valuable services in connection with the 
Jewish Lads’ Brigade, which he described as a nursery for the army, At the 
same time he expressed the indebtedness of Jewish soldiers to the Jewish 
and the general Press for their assistance and encouragement. 

The toast was drunk with musical honours. 


Colonel GoLpsMID, on rising to reply, was loudly cheered. After 
describing certain gastronomical experiences during the South African 
campaign, he referred to the objections thet had been raised to the enter- 
ment, and remarked that he had had nosuch fear in coming to that gatbering. 
He believed, when an experiment had been decided on which might be a failure, 
in stepping in and trying to prevent it. Nothing could have been conducted 
in a more orderly fashion than that gathering, which had proved a big suc- 
cess, and he hoped its success would increase year by year. He expressed 
his great pleasure at coming among them. He was always happy to be 
among soldiers, between whom there always existed a feeling of comrade- 
ship. They saw death together and they enjoyed the good things of life 
together, whilst all class distinctions were forgotten in face of the foe. 
The officer was willing to sacrifice his life for the private and the private 
for his officer should the need arise—(Loud cheers). 


The dinner was followed by a concert, under the direction of Mr. J. 5. 
Levy, in which the following took part :—Misses Rebecca Levy, Vera 
Schlesinger and Florence Mendelssohn, and Messrs. Angelo Asher, Percy 
M. Castello, Joe Collins, Martin F. Mendelssohn and Cyril Carle. 

With reference to the interesting sermon of the Rev. F. L. Cohen, we 
may mention that the family of three generations spoken of therein as 
having served in the Army is named Cohn. The family originally came from 
Hanover. The ‘**son,’’ who fouxht at Delhi, is Mr. Lehmann Cohn, for many 
years well known in the Kast End as a carpenter, and as such occasionally 
employed at the Jewish Chronicle office. Mr. Cohn has within recent months 
returned to Germany.

SOLOMON AUERBACH, Liverpool. 


In Solomon Auerbach, who passed away last week, the Liverpool Jewish 
Community has lost a respected member and a useful worker. Sprung from 
a stock famous alike for Kabbinic learning and secular scholarship, Mr. 
Auerbach was proud of his ancestors, and an observant and consistent 
Israelite. But Liverpool knew him chiefly as ‘‘ one who loved his fellow- 
men.’’ Never ashamed to tell how im his younger days he had to struggle 
against poverty, when his industry and integrity had won for him the respect 
of his fellows and the comforts of life he devoted himself with rare insight 
to the relief of poverty andthe alleviation of distress. He was Treasurer 
of the Jewish Board of Guardians in Liverpool for many years, and his house 
had an ever open door for his poorer brethren, to many of whom be became 
not only a dispenser of charity, but a beloved friend and counsellor. He 
leaves a devoted wife and family to mourn his loss, and their sorrow is shared 
in many a Liverpoo! home, J. 8. H. 


Dr. HERRNHEISER. 
‘FROM OUR PRAGUB CORRESPONDENT). 

Our community has just suffered a severe loss by the unexpected death 
of Docent Dr. Isidor Herrnheiser, an excellent man of science, an eminent 
| medical practical practitioner and a faithful Jew, Dr. Herrnheiser, lecturer on 
diseases of the eye, in the German University of this city, was born on the 
29th October, 1861, in Lieben, a suburb of l’rague. Graduating in 1534, he 
became, in 1893, lecturer in the University. He was the chief editor of the 
l’rager Medicinische Wochenschrift, which owing to his energy, perseverance 
and scientific qualification, was generally acknowledged to be the mouth- 
piece of the German medical men of Bohemia. The funeral took place on 
Friday last. Chief Rabbi Dr. Ehrenfeld, assisted by Rabbiner Dr. Hirsch, 
read the prayers. lLehind the hearse followed the chief mourners, the 
Rector Magnificus and the professors of the German University, representa- 
tives of the Czech University and -of the Government, the Jewish 
community, and a great many other persons who desired to pay the deceased 
the last honour. At the grave, Imperial Counsellor Professor Dr. lPetrzina, 
President of the Assuciatian of Physicians, rendered in most affecting terms

Privy Sanitary Councillor Dr. EHRENHAUS, Berlin. 
[FROM OUR BERLIN CORRESPONDENT. |] 

On Wednesday, the 20th December, with full military honours, were 
committed to their last rest, in Weissensee, the remains of Privy Sanitary 
Councillor Dr. Ehrenhaus. The Iron Cross, which the deceased had worn 
since the Franco-German War, was the ground for these honours, and the 
voluntary attendance of former comrades—surviving veterans of three 
campaigns—accentuated their value. The military element, however, 
though unsually strong, did not predominate. The dead soldier had, by his 
civilian work and virtues not less than by his military valour, won admira- 
tion and gratitude, to evince which, representatives of a vast number of 
medical and other charities, of learned and literary societies, a deputation 
from Grand Lodge and many other recognised leaders of Society, thronged 
round the grave. Kabbiner Dr.. Rosenzweig and Professor Baume, W.M., 
of Lodge ‘‘ Hammonia zur Treue,’’ delivered impressive orations. Three 
salvos of musketry brought the solemn function to a close.

Fatal Fire in Stepney. 


A calamity, similar in very many respects to that which we described 
a short time back when the heroic Jewish mother, Esther Yblonka, and her 
children lost their lives, occurred on Monday night at a small haber- 
dasher’s shop, 25, Ben Jonson Road, Stepney, when a terribly sudden fire 
resulted in the deaths of six persons. : 

The names of the victims are :—Mrs. Henrietta Schlesinger, aged forty- 
two, wife of Mr. Morris Schlesinger, the tenant, who was absent at the time, 
and her five children—Minnie (twelve), Lillian (ten), Dorothy (five), Julius 
(seven) and Marcus (three). 

How the fire arose and how the victims came to their tragic end is 
unknown, because the sole surviving inmate of the house at the time of 
outbreak—Baron Schlesinger, the eldest son, a mere lad—barely escaped 
with his life, and is quite unable to give any adequate explanation. Al! 
that he can say is that he was lying in bed at about eleven o'clock when 
he heard his mother rush upstairs shouting, ‘‘Fire!’’ He leaped out of 
bed, and throwing open the window got out on the leads of the shop, which 
projects beyond the house. 

The roof of the shop was already blazing, and he raa from roof to 
roof along the street calling for assistance until he came to the corner, 
where the Bull's Head”’ public-house is situated. Mr. Butterfil, the 
landlord, was in the cellar at the time. But, summoned hy the cries of 
his daughter, he rushed up, and the lad called to him, ‘‘ Save my mother ; 
she is in the back room.’’ Mr. Batterfil, who. is an old fireman, seized a 
scaffold plank, and rushing down the street raised it to the first floor 
window, but he was beaten back by the flames. He and neighbours then 
attempted to gain an entrance by the door, but it was locked, as the 
Schlesinger family are in the habit of going to bed early. 

When the firemen arrived upon the scene, it was found that owing to 
the projecting shop it was impossible to put the fire-escape up to the house 
windows, and the firemen under second officer Gamble were only able to 
force an entrance after subduing the flames, when they found the charred 
remains of the unhappy woman lying on the floor, with the bodies of her 
children, whom she had vainly attempted to save, clinging to her. 

The fire was extinguished almost as quickly as it arose, but not before 
the whole of the little house an' shop were burnt out. Morris Schlesinger, 
who was working at the Pavilion Theatre, was summoned as quickly as 
possible. So great was the unfortunate man's distress, that he was unable 
to grasp the nature of the disaster, but was possessed of the idea that his 
wife and children had been saved, and such was his mental state that it was 
thought unwise to undeceive him, though the bodies of his wife and children 
were already lying in the mortuary. 

The disaster naturally created the wildest excitement and distress in 
Ben Jonson Road, where the Schlesingers were well known and respected. 
From the moment of the outbreak until the fire was extinguished and the 
bodies recovered, scarcely an hour elapsed. 

The official report of the fire is as follows :— 

**Called at 10°25 p.m. (Monday) to 25, Ben Jonson Road, Stepney, to premises 
occupied by M. Schlesinger, draper; landlord unknown; cause of fire unknown ; insur- 
ance unknown; damage—shop (projecting) and twe rooms on the ground floor and the 
contents burnt out, stairs from ditto to the second floor destroyed, rest of house of 
eight rooms and the contents severely damaged by fire, heat, and water; Nellie 
Schlesinger, aged 45 years, Minnie Schlesinger aged 15 years, Lillie Schlesinger, aged 11 
years, Richard Schlesinger, aged ten years, Doliy Schlesinger, aged seven years, and 

larcus Schlesinger, aged four years, burnt to death (deaths occurred before the arrival 
of the brigade); 23, ditto, H. Reed, marine store dealer, and 27, ditto, J. Morgan and 
Son, builders, fronts scorched.”’ 

At the Stepney Borough Coroner’s Court on Tuesday night, Mr, Wynne 
E,. Baxter, the East London Coroner, held an inquiry into the circumstances 
connected with the fire. 

Baranhoff Schlesinger, the son, described his alarm and escape from the 
burning building, and Constable Glanville, 354 H. the first stage of the out- 
break before the arrival of the engines. 

George Howell, in charge of the fire station at Mile End, said he arrived 
on the scene three minutes after receiving the call. The place was well 
alight, and the flames were reaching nearly across the road. The fire was 
extinguished in about a quarter of an hour, and then the place was searched 
and the bodies found. The fire was raging too fiercely to pitch the escape 
when the firemen arrived. 

Mr. Egerton, Superintendent of the Whitechapel District, proved the 
finding of the bodies. In the front room he found the mother and three 
children, and two others in the back room, a boy and agirl. The window 
by which the young man escaped being open and then the shutters being 
pulled down, a draught was caused that would add to the rapidity of the fire. 

The jury returned a verdict of ‘‘ Death through misadventure.”’ 

The premises and the lives of the victims were insured. 

The remains of the unfortunate victims were interred yesterday amid 
many manifestations of sympathy in the Plashet Cemetery of the United 
Synagogue.

JOHANNESBURG, 


At a special general meeting of the Johannesburg Hebrew Congregation, 
convened for the purpose of considering applications, which had been 
received, to fill the vacancy in the office of Rabbi, the President (Mr. H. 
Freeman Cohen) commented upon the difficulties that presented themselves 
in the selection, owing to the language question. A number of letters from 
suitable gentlemen from different parts of Europe were placed before the 
meeting, but although some of the applicants were eminently fitted to fill 
the vacancy, the importance of the appointment decided those present to 
refer the matter again to the Synagogue Committee. After a protracted 
debate it was, therefore, resolved, that the Wardens of the congregation 
should approach a number of well-known European Rabbis, soliciting their 
oo offices and help in the selection of a minister, holding a rabbinical 

ploma. 

During the temporary absence of the Rev. W. Wolff, Chazan to the 
Witwatersrand Old Hebrew Congregation, who is at present enjoying a well- 
earned rest at the coast, the Chazanim of the Johannesburg Hebrew 
Congregation have, by permission of their Wardens, officiated a ee 
at the former place of worship. The rapjrochement between 
principal lotal congregations is much appreciated, and the hope is expressed 
that the courtesy, which now applies to the Reading-desk only, may also 
be extended to the pulpit in the near fature. 

A general meeting of the ‘‘ Lemaan Zion of Jerusalem,’’ was recently 
held at the local Beth Hamedrash for the purpose of forming a Committee to 
. collect funds for the needy people of Jerusalem, and to assist schools, 
colleges and hospitals at the Holy City. Ten gentlemen, including the 
| « Revs, Chaim H. Friedman and |, Ch. Hirschsohn, were appointed on this 


Committee. 
A well attended general meeting of the Jewish Ladies’ Communal League, 
was held November 29th, at the Old Synagogue. President Street, at which 
Mr. Goldreich, President of the Society, orcupied the chair.

Our correspondent instances the farming school at Doylston, Penn., which 
he has found to be a splendid institution. But there are other schools of 
the kind which are no less encouraging. That of Woodbine, New Jersey, 
for instance, has often been referred to in these columns. The exhibits of 
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this institution have gone far and wide; its students have won important 
positions; and, what is better still, have carried their skill and 
their knowledge home to their parents’ farm, and so helped forward 
the ruralising of the Jew. Then, again, there is the excellent 
gardening school at Ahlem, a short half-hour’s drive from Hanover. 
The flowers, grown by the Jewish lads from Poland, Russia, Galicia and 
Roumania, are sold to a ready market in Hanover, and the students, when 
they have fiaished their apprenticeships, easily obtain situations in 
Germany, Austria, North America and Belgium. The difficulty of the 
School, indeed, is not to attract the Jewish youth, but to fiad room for all 
who yearn to enter. When it opened its doors, nine years ago, nine pupils 
applied for admission. In two years, this hagdfal had multiplied sixfold, and 
100 more had to be refused entrance through limitations of space and 
similar reasons. All these facts go to show that if the Jew is not wedded 
to the soil, it is either because third parties have forbidden the banns, or 


because other causes equally potent have intervene1. Ifan agricaltural school,

Those who are inclined to 
bewail the apathy of modern 
Jews may well pause in 
their lamentations when they reflect on the increasing hold which the 
observance of Chanucah is gaining upon Jewish affections. In this respect, 
at least, there is quite a religious revival in our midst. Never were so 
many Special Services in honour of Chanucah held as are recorded this week 
in our columns. The majority have taken the form of Children’s Services, 
and the Children’s Chanucah Service has now come to be a regalar feature 
of our religious life. Sunday is the favourite day for such Special Services. 
But at Hampstead Friday evening was opportunely chosen in preference 
—a pleasing innovation which can only be assured of success when Friday falls 
op a bank holiday. At Bayswater the ordinary Sabbath morning service 
was utilised —an arrangement which has the drawback that there can be no 
lighting of lights. At South Hackney, the service was held on the going 
out of the Sabbath. It will be noted that the only feature differentiating 
most of these services from a choral Chanucah service for adalts Was the 
sermon, which was specially addressed to very young people. In the opinion 
of many persons who have given much thought to the matter, this is the 
only styleof children’s service that ought to be encouraged among Jews who 
pray in Hebrew. How to train up young people and imbue them with 
a love of religion, so that in after years they may grow attached to the 
Synagogue and become regular attendants at its worship, is a problem the 
attempted solution of which’ reveals two distinct schools of thought. There 
are those who#hink that Jewish children should be gradually accustomed 
to the Synagogue Service by being taken to it from their earliest youth. 
Opposed to this view is the new school of thought, who think that in 
order to interest young children and train them to habits of devotion a 
specially simple form of undenominational prayers and hymns should be 
drawn up in the vernacular. Whether such a style of worship may not 
have the ultimate effect of estranging children when they grow up from the 
Hebrew liturgy which the synagogue provides for adults is a point that 
those who advocate these children’s services have, perhaps, not sufficiently 
considered. For our own part, feeling that there is considerable danger in 
this direction, we prefer the special Chanucah service for children, the 
only juvenile feature of which is the sermon. 


Special Chanucah Services. 


The expressions of sorrow that 
have been evoked by the death 
of the Primate of all England 
are fully shared by English Jews. Such is the sentiment of goodwill 
which our community entertains for the Established Church that t e 
loss of its spiritual head is an event which cannot but excite our 
respectful sympathy. And it is not only as the head of the Church of 
England that Frederick Temple will be missed and mourned. We had 
learnt to admire the man for what he was in himself. The great- 
ness of his personality claimed our respect and regard. His 
genuine sincerity, his rugged simplicity were prominent traits in an 
all-round fine character. Heedless alike of applause or criticism, he

pursued the even tenour of his way without swerving from the righteous. 


objects he had in view. Plain living and high thinking was the dominant 
note of his life. A man who never spared himself in the performance of 
his duty, he scorned delights to live laborious days. In the zeal with 
which he threw himself into the Church's fight against vice and intem- 
perance, he set a magnificent example of devotion to his clergy. 
Happening, as his death did, on the eve of the festival of 
Chanucah, it was calculated to appeal to Jewish sentiment in more 
than ordinary measure, for there was much in his strong and strenuous 
career which recalled the Maccab:ean virtues and type of character. Nor 
can Jews forget the sympathy which the deceased prelate manifested 
towards our race on critical occasions when his powerful advocacy of the 
cause of religious liberty was most valuable. To the memorable Guildhall 
meeting, held at the end of 1890 to protest against the Russo-Jewish 
persecutions, he addressed these strong words: ‘‘I join my voice 
with those who are pleading for the suffering Jews in 
Russia. I warmly sympathise with the purpose of the meeting, 
and earnestly pray that its influence may have a great effect. 
The cruelties inflicted on the Jews of Russia in the name of Christianity are 
a disgrace to all religion, but above all to the Christian, and it is the duty 
of Englishmen, and especially of those Englishmen who eall themselves 
Christians, todo their very best to reach the ear of the Russian Sovereign, and 


implore him to remove this blot from the Christian name.’’ Quite recently 
he wrote in a similar strain in regard to the Roumanian persecutions. These 
are services to the Jewish people which we can never forget. Uppermost 
are they in our minds at a time when all classes of Englishmen are deploring 
the death of this great and good prelate.

The struggle for supremacy which 
is being waged between the Sultan 
of Moroceo and a band of rebel. 
cann >t be watched with indifference by European Jews. In no Oriental 
country is the lot of the Jews more miserable than in the Sheerefian 
Empire, which now threatens to crumble to pieces. Whenever a 
rebellion has broken out, our unhappy coreligionists have been 
singled out for attack to a greater extent even than Christians, for 
the native Jews have unfortunately no protection other than that of their 
owa rulers, and these have not always had the power even did they possess 
the will to defend the Jews from the hordes of marauders, who plundered 
and often murdered. The days when Moorish Jews were ‘* protected © 
by foreign Powers have gone by; but it must be admitted that under 
the reign of the present Sultan, whose somewhat enlightened views, 
it is stated, have been among the causes of the revolt, the Jews have 
enjoyed a comparative security altogether unknown in the times of his 
immediate predecessors. Crimes committed against Jews no longer go 
unpunished, even if the punishment be inadequate. In Fez, the very 
Capital where the Sultan is now besieged, as well as in the coast towns, 
Jewish Schools have sprung up under the auspices of the Alliance Israélite 
Universelle and the Anglo-Jewish Association, and the existence of these 
institutions, with European trained teachers at their head, has contributed 
largely to the security to which we have referred. Thanks chiefly 
to the extraordinary zeal and intrepidity of Mrs. Moses Corcos, the devoted 
Head Mistress of the Anglo-Jewish Association's Girls’ School at Mogador, 
who has undertaken perilous journeys in order to meet the Sultan, His 
Majesty has been moved to order the erection, on Government property, of 
improved dwellings at moderate rents for the poorer Jews now living in horri-

*ble dens in the Mellah of that town. If his benevolent commands have not 


yet been execated, the fault lies not with him but with rapacious Jewish 
landlords, who charge exorbitant rents, and view with disfavour a 
movement which will rescue the tenants from their clutches. The Powers 
chiefly interested in’Morocco have, it is said, disclaimed any intention 
of seizing the country and partitioniog it among themselves. If the out- 
come of the present crisis should be a strengthening of the Sultan’s 
power, even under a quasi-protectorate, nothing but good can result for 
the Jews. 


The interesting Humbert 
family, with their ‘‘ phan- 
tom testators and 
‘‘phantom’’ millions, are back in the French capital and the lashing of the 
muddy waters will soon begin with the accustomed vigour, At first sight 
the connection between these expert swindlers and the columns of a 
denominational journal is not apparent. But when the trouble 
is financial, history leads us to expect the early introduction 
of Hebrew personalities on the scene. We are not surprised to 
see, therefore, that one of the Humberts, who goes by the name of 
Romain Daurignac, and possesses a sangfroid truly Humbertian, has already 
performed this inevitable service. Interviewed after his arrest, he thundered 
against the miscreant Waldeck-ltousseau. Then he vowed that he would un- 
mask many eminent folk, and finally wound up with the declaration that many 
French newspapers had been in receipt of Jewish money. The swindler, 
tracked down by the police, takes refuge in the old tale of the “ Jewish 
syndicate.’’ There is a certain appropriateness in the inventor of many 
phantoms calling to his aid an equally outrageous myth. But there 
M. Daurignac’s sense of the fitness of things abruptly ends. For in the 
present scandal the swindlers have not even an apostate Jew as an 
associate. It is the Jew-baiter who has stolen and the Jews 
who are robbed. Quite a numerous list of Jews figure among 
the dupes of the Humberts, and all of them for considerable sums 
of money. If many other men of acumen had not been defrauded in a similar 
way indeed, one would almost have begun to suspect that the exceptional 
acuteness of the Jew was as mythical as the millions in the Humbert 


safe. Yet here is M. Daurignac creating the usual diversion by dragging 
the Jews into the scandal in what is intended to be a guilty capacity. We 
are reminded of the Jews Lasker and Bamberger, who unmasked the 
financial rogueries in Germany which followed upon the war with France, and 
whose reward was the transference of the popular indignation to their 
brethren in faith and the launch of the anti-Semitic movement. We shal! 
follow the Humbert trial with a deep—and melancholy—interest.

the ‘all-important question’ of dowry has to be decided, and it is then that 
the broker's troubles commence, In such circumstances ‘‘ the bridegroom 
invariably insists upon twice as much being set down”’ in the betrotha! 
contract **as he thinks he is likely to get, and payment is stipulated for on 
the wedding morning before going under the Chupa.’’ The writer then 
tells how on one occasion the whole dowry of one huncred pounds was paid 
as agreed, half ina eheque and half ina three months bill. But the day after the 
marriage the bridegroom discovered that the father-in-law had drawn his 
balance, and b fore the week was out he went *‘ mechullab.’’ The troubles 
of the Shadchan are not ended until the wedding is over, in fact on the 
morning of the wedding he has his hardest task——‘' to see that the dowry is 
paid down and that the bridegroom is ready for the ceremony. Not 
infrequently the young man refuses to leave his house until the cash, or its 
equivalent, is paid over.’’ In concluding his version o” the experiences of 
the Jewish marriage broker the writer says that ‘‘if he pockets his littl: 
commission on an affair he has arranged, it must be conceded that he has 
done a great deal to earn it,”’

and bearing in mind the tenderness with which !ueckler has been treated, 
we must regard the sentence on Dr. Neustadt as inordinately severe, 


ITALY. 


The appointment, as Councillor at the Court of Cassation in Rome, has 
been gazetted, of Signor Lodovico Mortara, hitherto Professor of Civil 
'rocedure at the University of Naples. He is the tirst Jew who has attained 
this high position in Italy. and will be one of the youngest Councillors, as 
he is only forty-eight years of age. Signor Mortara is son of the late 
Chief Rabbi of Mantua. His brother, Signor isto Mortara, is Councillor 
at the Court of Appeal in Rome. 

The suicide of Signor Giorgio Polacco, Italian Minister to Bulgaria, 
which we reported last week, was committed while his Excellency was 
suffering from a serious nervous complaint.

A New Society. 

The “ Social and Educational Friendly Society "’ is the latest addition to the many 
benefit societies already in existence among the industrial Jewish people in the Fast End. 
Unlike the usual kind of benefit societies, the one recently formed has, set 
itself a higher aimthan mere assurance against sickness and misfortunes, an alm 
which, if realised, is calculated to fll a void in the social life of its members. The 
founders of this society consist of intelligent young men drawn from the ranks of labour, 
Zionism, and such as have not as yet developed any distinct 8) mpathy either wa) . Their 
‘dea ia to combine education with benevolence, and their first object 18; The mutual 
improvement of the intellectual, social and moral tone ot the members by means of 
social gatherings, conversations and discussions on scientific and other questions of the 
day, whilst the second object is to collect a fund with a view of assisting members 
during sickness, death, misfortune and emigration.” a ; 

One remarkable feature in the programme is the admissibility of members usually 
rejected by benefit societies generally. Among these are included women and 
desirable members who are above forty years of age, or those who capnot obtain a 
doctor’s health certificate. The latter subscribe to & separate fand which does not 
provide benefits referred to above. They, however, enjoy all the social and educational 
privileges, and may, if they so desire, pay towards a dividing fund or share club. ; 

A noteworthy paragraph in the objects is that referring to toleration of each other 
views, said to be an essential principle and binding on members. This suggests a recog- 
nition of the view that opinions are sometimes erroneous, and indicates the founders 
possession of some degree of culture. Years ago it would have been impossible for mer 
of divergent views to come thus together for mutual good, Labour sections in parti- 
cular, who are wont to claim infallibility, adopted irreconcilable attitudes, not only to 
outside bodies, but even to each other. 

: The society held its first public gathering on pee | week, at aS Settles Street, 
when Mr. H. H. Steinberg recited from Emerson and Shelley, while Mr.\L. Cohen gave 
an interesting lecture on ** Jewish Life as Retlected in Jewish Popular Songs. A dis 
cussion followed. Next Saturday evening, another member is to give a reading from 
Professor Giaetz’s History of the Jews on *‘ Baruch Spinoza.’ The society is at present 
labouring under many disadvantages, the want of a suitable clubroom is greatly hindering 
its progress, which would otherwise he assured, 


Giving Without a Murmur. 

One uspect of the life of the Jewish labouring masses is the extent of private 
donations solicited from them. Agencies of genuine and doubtful kinds constantly take 
advantage of the benevolent instincts of the Jewish people, and the latter as constantly 
give to all who ask without at first distinguishing between deserving and undeserving 
causes. It is only after such monies are collectively wasted that the donors 
discover their want of due discrimination. At the present moment, no less a sum than 
£500 is being appealed for to Trade Unionists, for the purpose of establishing a labour 
paper on advanced lines. About £1,000 is required by the People’s House Committee, 


which gave «a benelit concert on Saturday evening last to further its object. 
Benefits are got up for undertakings in connection with organisations such as 


strikes, lock-outs, illness and distress of members, the latter not being provided for in 
most Jewish Trade Union rules, Strange as it may seem, Labour gives’ without a murmur 
in spite of slackness and want. 


Novel Methods of Organisation. 

Owing to the activity of Mr. S. Elistein, the International Mantle Makers’ Union 
have agreed to his suggestion to introduce a reading-room and lending library for 
members. The suggestion was immediately acted upon: A number of. books in Yiddish 
and English, periodicals and newspapers were bought and placed at the disposal of 
members st one halfpenany per book. Mr. Elistein also intends to form a class for 
teaching. members the English language. Ke ently he assured his hearers that since his 
assuming the lead the Union is making steady progress, and many of the old members 
are returning to the fold. This is not surprising, for the Jewish workers bigbly appre- 
ciate earnest endeavours in their behalf, and Mr. Ellstein, who brought with him 
provincial methods, is only tow eager to work for the well-being of the society.

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


Further Notes on the “ Jewish Encyclopaedia,” Vol, III. 

Often enough the prospect of reviewing books is not peculiarly pleasant, 
but knowing last week that I had before me the delight of continuing my 
appreciation of the ‘‘ Jewish Encyclopmdia,’’ I had none of the usual antici- 
pations of gloom. For it is one of the most agreeable duties that can fall to 
one's lot to be the spokesman of many in praise of this great work. 

Resuming, then, where we broke off last week, we have to note a short 
article by Mr. Jacobs on the ‘‘ Bishop of the Jews.’’ Mr. Jacobs is very up- 
to-date, for he refers to the evidence of the tallies, on which the family 
name Cohen corresponds to Episcopus—a discovery for which | am myself 
responsible, though, curiously enough, everyone seems to ignore this fact. 
§. Mannheimer writes on ‘‘ Bismarck.’’ Unnecesssary details are given of the 
pugilistic career of Isaaé*Bitoon. The table of Biurists,”’ by S. Roubin is 
good ; characteristic is it to note that Mendelssohn's translation, ‘* The 
German Pentateuch of Moses of Dessau’’ was excommunicated in June, 
1779. This should encourage modern strivers after better things in 
Judaism, for it really seems that ecclesiastical disapproval is a necessary 
testimonial to merit. One of the best things in the volume is Mr. Jacobs’ 
article on the ‘‘ Black Death,’’ and the resulting persecutions of the Jews 
(in 1348-9), which are summarised in a table and-illustrated by a map. 
As Mr. Jacobs well points out, ‘‘ Though the Jews appear to have suffered 
quite as much as their Christian neighbours, a myth arose, especially in 
Germany, that the spread of the disease was due to a plot of the Jews 
to destroy the Christians by poisoning the wells.’’ The results of this 
myth were disastrous. Massacre, impoverishment, expulsion, obloquy, 
were added to the natural ravages of the disease, so that ‘‘ by the end of 
the fifteenth century there were only three considerable Jewish) com- 
munities left in the whole of Germany.” 

After a legal article on ‘‘ Blasphemy’’ (Amram), comes a pathological 
note on ‘‘ Bleeding ’’ (Mendelsohn). Dr. Philipson writes sympathetically 
of a more pleasing topic, ‘‘ Blessing of Children,’’ a custom which one may 
hope will never become obsolete. The Friday eve loses most of its domestic 
charm without it. The Rev. F. L. Cohen has never done better than in 
his charming article on the music of the ‘‘ Priestly Benediction.”’ I have 
no doubt myself that the modern chant at the close of each verse is 
derived from the ancient temple custom of rendering the Tetragrammaton 
inaudible. It is disquieting to read that ‘‘ Blindness"’ is more prevalent 
among Jews than among non-Jews. This at all events is the deduction 
made by Dr. M. Fishberg from available statistics. High among those 
whom the Jews of this generation should delight to honour is ‘* Bloch,”’ 
whose treatise on war led to the Hague Conference which is making its 
influence felt so beneficially in the Venezuelan aflair. When men like 
Bloch give their enthusiasm for removing some at least of the horrors of 
war, weneed not despair of Judaism asa force in civilisation. Mr. H. 
Rosenthal, who writes the biography, closes with the words ‘‘ The Family 
Testament left by Bloch begins with the words: I was my whole lifea Jew, 
and I die a Jew.”’ 3 

The article on ‘* Blood Accusation’’ has been wisely committed to a 
Christian; certainly no Jew could have penned a more complete or 
authoritative vindication than Professor H. L. Strack has done. All honour 
to his learning and sense of justice! Mr. Jacobs adds one of his useful 
bibliographies in the form of a list of these false charges, with the literary 
sources. Dr. Barton writes on ‘' Blood Relationship.’’ Passing over a 
number of short but valuable biographies we reach ‘* Benai Berith "*’ (M. 
Ellinger), described as ‘‘ the largest and oldest Jewish fraternal organisa- 
tion.’’ It was founded in New York in 1843, now possesses 30,000 menibers, 
and has branched out into many European and Oriental lands. Again 
making a skip, we have Mr. Jacobs’ appreciative account of ‘‘ Boden- 
schatz,’’ whose Kirchliche Verfassung der heutigen Jaden (1748) 


deserves Mr. Jacobs’ praise. The article is not. illastrated, but, 
as Mr. Jacobs says, several of Bodenschatz’s pictures have been 
used elsewhere in the LKncyclopwdia. It may interest readers to 


know that the late Robertson Smith was an admirer of this author; he had 
a copy.of Bodenschatz in his Library at Cambridge, and exhibited it to his 
visitors. There is a short but informing article on the ‘‘ Bodleian’’ by Mr. 
Cowley—again the Editors are to be cordially congratulated on their 
success in obtaining the services of the best possible writer. Two good 
theological articles come near one another, Dr. Emil Hirsch’s on ‘‘ Body,’ 
and Dr. L. Ginzberg’s on ** Boethusians.’’ The writer leans to the prevalent 
view that the Boethusians were ‘‘only a variety of the Sadducees.’’ 
‘Simon, son of Boethus, from Alexandria, or according to other sources, 
Boethus himself, was made high-priest about 25 or 24 b.c. by Herod the 
“~~ Great, in order that Boethus’ marriage with the latter’s daughter Mariamne 
a not be regarded as a ii/salliance,’’ Students will have cause to bless 
he ‘‘ Jewish Encyclopwdia’’ for Dr. Ginzberg's series of articles ; they are 
probably the most remarkable tour de force of*recent times in the whole 
realm of Jewish scholarship. | 
The next important article is Dr. Grunwald's on ‘‘ Bohemia,”’ with a 
list of congregations and numbers of members by Dr. Kurrein. Professor 
Bacher writes on ‘‘ Bokhara,’’ and Mr. E, N. Adler on ‘ Present Day 
Conditions '’ in the same Central Asian locality. The article is very well 
illustrated. A page of the ‘‘ Tefilot Latini’’ (1538) adorns the article on 
‘* Bologna ’’—it consists of Italian Jewish prayers printed in Hebrew 
characters ; and a page of the Edition of the Talmud (1526) is given under 
‘* Bomberg.‘’ Daniel Bomberg was a Christian, but is famous for his Hebrew 
| ks (a full list of his publications is given). He acquired the art of print- 
ing in. Antwerp, and carried it to Venice, with which city his chief 
activity is associated. ‘‘Bonn’’ (Freimann) takes its due place in the 
history of medi:wval persecution. Then we have to welcome another of Mr. 
Jacobs’ valuable bibliographies—this time on a fascinating topic, ‘* Book- 
Collectors.’’ ‘‘Judaism,’’ says Mr. Jacobs, ‘is probably the only religion 


in which it becomes a duty to collect books.’’ As to modern collections, 
Mr. Jacobs justly writes: ‘‘Of particular distinction is the collection of 
Judge Mayer Sulzberger, of Philadelphia, which contains over 220 
incunabula before 1510, probably the largest number in the possession of 
any private individual.’’ An eschatological topic, the ** Book of Life’’ 
(Kohler and Margolis), rubs shoulders with an artistic subject, ** Book 
Plates ’’ (Jacobs), and a commercial matter, ‘* Book Trade *’ (Broyde). The 
‘‘ Book Plates’’ which accompany Mr. Jacobs’ article are a genuine adorn- 
ment. Mer. Broydé, it should be said, contributes many short useful 
articles to this volume. Dr. Benzinger writes on the ‘* Booth '’—a short 
article which will no doubt receive the necessary supplement under 
‘‘Tabernacles.”’ Mr. A. M. Friedenberg writes well on Bordeaux,” 
The connection between families in Bordeaux and London might have 
heen traced. ‘“* Borders ’’ (Freimann) only deals with printed books, not 
MSS. ‘Borders from non-Hebraic books were frequently borrowed for 
editions produced at Frankfort-on-the-Main in the eighteenth as well as 
in the nineteenth century and at the present time.’’ The fine title-page of 
Abarbanel's Joshua (Soncino) illustrates the article; there is certainly 
nothing Judaic in this border. Soon we reach some sad reading: ‘* Karl 
Ludwig Bérne,’’ (Cohen), baptised in 1818. He had been persecuted for his 
religion, he had become estranged from it on the ceremonial side, but still 
his apostasy isa mystery. 

Mr. Amram expounds the Rabbinic law as to the ‘ Borrower "’ shoel 
as distinguished from love. ‘* The shoel (781) is one who receives, at his 
request, the property of another for free use, upon the agreement that it 
shall be returned to the owner. He is distinguished from the loveh (7)?), 
in that the latter need not return the property which he has received, but 
may return it in kind.’’ But, alas, I must hurry on if I am to conclude these 
notes next week in a third article. Facts and fancies are carefally collected 
by Dr. Ginzburg on ‘‘ Bostanai,’’ who flourished about the middle of the 
seventh century, was the first Exilarch under the Arabian rule, and is 
romantically associated with the Persian princess, Dara. This article is 
particularly entertaining. Mr. Godfrey Morse narrates the story of the 
Jews of ‘* Boston’’ (Massachusetts) from 1842. Immanuel Liw of Szegedin 


provides a very full treatment of the subject ‘‘Botany’’ dealing 
with the scientific, hagadic, typical and mystic aspects of 
the subject in an article which is as good as any in _ the 
volume. ‘* Boundaries’’ must fix the limit of this present notice. Mr. 


Amram gives the law of boundaries, while the illustrations show some 
ancient land-marks. It might have been indicated that the picture on page 
313 is one of the best possible illustrations of ‘* Ashera,’’ for on this boundary 
stone may be seen figured several of the sacred ‘ poles,’’ which were once 
the object of worship. 

Though I shall return to the Encyclopedia next week, I cannot part with 
it even for this short interval without keen regret. 1. A.

The Encyclopaedia Britannica. 


The eighth of the new volumes, being Volume XXXII. of the complete 
work, published by Messrs. A. and C. Black and the Times, has reached us 
with punctuality, a praise we unfortanately cannot extend to the trans- 
mission of some of the earlier numbers. It contains a very interesting 
article by Major F. L. Nathan, R.A., on Propellants, a subject on which 
he is an admitted authority. Major Nathan succeeds in three or four 
pages in giving practical and intelligible descriptions of manufactures 
which are not only novel but highly intricate. He states that smokeless 
explosives have now very generally superseded gunpowder for all 
propulsive purposes. Roumania is described by Lieut.-Colonel Trotter, 
Hi.M, Consul-General, who deals briefly and not unsympathetically with the 
Jewish question, admitting that the 300,000 Jews said to inhabit Roumania 
have practically derived no benefit whatever from the benevolent instita- 
tions of the Powers (322). Inan insertion, however, in brackets, which 
we imagine is by a different author (pages 318-319) the Jewish question is 
specially discussed and the writer of this interpolation makes the extra- 
ordinary suggestion that a fear which he alleges to exist in Roumania that 
if the Jews were given political and other rights they would gradually 
possess themselves of the whole soil and oust the original proprietors of 
the country is ‘‘not ungrounded.’’ He adds: ‘‘In most places they have 
the monopoly of the wine and spirit shops, and retail trade generally ; and 
aS they are always willing, like most of their race, to advance money on 
usury, and, moreover, are more intelligent and better educated than the 
ordinary peasant, there is little doubt that in a country where the large 
landowners are proverbially extravagant and reckless, and the peasant 
proprietors poor and needy, the soil would soon fall into the 
hands of the Jews were it not for the stringent laws which 
prevent all foreigners (including therein all non-naturalised Jows) 
from owning land outside the towns. When in addition it is considered 
that the Moldavian Jews, who are mostly of Polish and Russian origin, speak 
a foreign language, wear a distingyishing dress, and keep themselves aloof 
from their neighbours, the antipathy in which they are held by the 
Roumanians generally may be understood, though perhaps not justified.’’ 
The *‘ perhaps’’ is quite a remarkable qualification. Sir D. Mackenzie 
Wallace, Editor-in-Chief, writes on the recent history of Russia. In 
describing the reign of Alexander III. he says: ‘‘ Of all the various 
races the Jews were the most severely treated. The great majority of them 
had long been confined to the Western and South-Western Provinces. 


In the rest of _the country they had not been allowed to 
reside in the villages, because their habits of keeping vodka 
shops and lending money at usurious interest were found to 


demoralise the peasantry, and even in the towns their number and 
occupations had been restricted by the authorities. But, partly from the 
usual laxity of the administration, and partly from the readiness of the 
Jews to conciliate the needy officials, the rules had been by no means 
strictly applied. As soon as this fact became known to Alexander III., he 
ordered the rules to be strictly carried out, without considering what an 
enormous amount of hardship and suffering such an order entailed. He also 
caused new rules to be enacted by which his Jewish subjects were heavily 
handicapped in education and professional advancement.’”’ It will be 
observed that in this passage there is a failure to point out the errors of 
earlier legislation which had forced the Jews into the spirit-trade and usury 
by excluding them in most parts of Russia from the cultivation of the land,

The Jews’ Free School Cadet Corps attended in uniform .under Sergeant-Major 
McCarthy with the brass band under Bandmaster T. Jarvis, and the choirs of the Sabbath 
Classes were also present. The Free School sent 300 boys and 200 girls, the Sabbath 
Classes 80 boys and 80 girls while 25 each came from the Gravel Lane, Old Castle Street, 
Deal Street, and Hanbury Street Board Schools. The boys occupied the seats on the 
right hand side of the synagogue, and the girls the opposite side, the galleries also being 
called into requisition to accommodate the vast number of children. A number of 
parents and friends of the little ones were in the rear and galleries of the synagogue, 
and including the teachers and others in charge, the congregation was ex: eptionally 
large. The arrangements throughout were excellent. The synagogue officials were 
assisted in St. James’s Place by several constables. On the children being admitted, 
the building was filled in a very few minutes, The cadet corps were given places in the 
front rows, the band, which had only been learning a few weeks, occupying the smal! 
gallery above the clock. Bandmaster Jarvis is to be congratulated on the excellent 
results achieved, but the music was somewhat drowned by the singing of nine hundred 
children, who all appeared to have been carefully taught. Mr. L. B. Abrahams, Head 
Master of the Free School, conducted the singing of the hymns. The children had 
been supplied with printed slips containing the 30th Psalm and Mooz Tsur, while many 
brought Prayer-Books, enabling them to follow attentively throughout the service.

He 
told them that they were assembled that afternoon to express their heartfelt thanks for 
the miracles, redemptions, salvations and victories which the Almighty wrought for 
their fathers at this season in days gone by. He was sure they all knew the Chanucah 
story so well that he need bot go ovel the same grou id avauin. bat he was bound to tell 
them that all their people were not true, loyal aad patriotic as these noble Hasmoneans. 
There were some, of whom he was ashamed to speak, men holding high positions, in 
whose veins flowed Jewish blood but whose hearts were dead to their religion and 
people. It was these renegades who nearly brought Judaism to the verge of ruin, and 
by their shameful conduct helped on the mad Antiochus in hts insane attempt. It was 
often the case that one's own eaemies were those of his own Hlesh and blood, and that 
one had more to fear the danger from within than from without. The future of 
Judaism rested with them. They were the men and women of the future, The Rev, 
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J. H. Valentine then lit the lights, the children sang a few appropriate Psalms and 
Adén Olam, the solos being excellently sang by Master Altaras. Before dispersing, 
the children were each presented with a choice box of chocolates, the gift of the 
generous President, Mr. Ezra Altaras. 

On Sunday last a speciol Chanucah service was held at the Central Synagogue, which 
was crowded to excess. The Rev. C. Boyarski (assisted by his trained choir) 2on- 
ducted the service. | 

A service for children was held on Sanday at the South Manchester Synagogue. The 
Rev. I. Simon delivered an address, in the course of which he called attention to the

Fhey thought more of themselves than of their 
religion. It was true that it grows ever more difficult to live Jewish lives, that the con- 
ditions of modern commercial and social life are such that we are called upon to make 
greater sacrifices for our religion's sake. But self-sacrifice was the essence of religion. 
Judaism cannot exist without a large measure of sacrifice of self on the part of those 
who profess it. Mr. Rosenbaum specially addressed the lads of the Brigade, of which 
he is Chaplain, and urged them to maintain the reputation which Colonel Goldsmid had 
given them at the annual inspection, of being the best provincial company of the 
Brigade, and a good deal better than some London companies. He also appealed to 
parents to evince more interest in the work of the Brigade, and to insist upon tbeir sons 
attending the drills regularly and punctually. Without their co-operation, the efforts 
of the officers would be fruitless. The singing of Mooz Tsur and the National Anthem 
brought to a close a most interesting service, after a collection had been made for the 
local medical charities.

On Sunday. December 2Ist, 1902, Mr. E. J. Goodman late Assistant Editor 
of the Juily Telegraph delivered an admirable lecture before the members of 


the above League upon the subject of ‘* Norway’ through which country Mr. 
Goodman has travelled and upon which he is the author of two important works, 
‘“‘New Ground in Norway’ and ‘ Best Tour in Norway.’’ Mr. H. S. Lewis, M.A., 
Vice-President of the League presided. Mr. Goodman describel in graphic language 
the scenery of many parts of Norway including the fjords of the West and the Southern 
district of Telemark and Sogndal. A portion of the lecture was devoted 
to Ibsen the Norwegian poet and dramatist. He was spoken of by the lecturer 
as one of the ‘‘Shows”’ of Christiania because he was seen so much in public in the 
streets of the capital and seemed to like to be stared at. He goes about very primly 
dressed in a suit of black broad cloth and in the crown of his shining top hat he carries 
a little looking-glass with which he now and then surveys his rugged features while 
touching up his bushy whiskers witha small brush. Tourists often agcost him and he 
does not repulse them. Once a lady addressed him in English, a language he does not 
understand. ‘‘ But,’’ he said, ‘‘ Ich Sprich Deutsch."’ Deutsch! ‘‘ echoed the lady, 

Deutsch! Oh you're Dutch, are you? Ah yes. I have been in Denmark myself.”’
